Before the broadcast an- 
nouncing Iraq’s withdrawals, 
Kassem had urged Iraqi news- 


papers to call off their cam- 
paign against Nasser. 
Kassem told editors at a 


news conference that he would 
not answer Nasser’s attacks on 
him and advised editors not to 
reply to the U.A.R. criticism. 

The Baghdad pact was the 
product of efforts by Western 
powers to organize friendly na- 
tions of the Middle East into a 
military bloc to protect the 
area from Communist Russian 
expansion. The 
agreed to co-operate in politi- | 
cal, economic and_ military | 
fields to avoid any threat to 
their common interests. 

Jordan was invited to join 
but declined. Through Turkish 
and British membership, the 
alliance is linked with the At- 
lantic pact, known as the North 
Atlantic: Treaty Organization. 

Under King Faisal, Iraq was 
a bulwark member of the alli- 
ance, but the Kassem-led re- 
volt of July 14 toppled the 
monachary and Faisal and his 
Premier, Nuri Said, were mur- 
dered. 

For the ensuing months, 
while pro-Nasser and leftist | 
elements contested for domi- 
nation of the revolutionary 
government, Iraq took no ac- 
tion to withdraw formally from 
the alliance, although the other 
members ceased to count on 
its aid.

Bill Sent to House Also 
Would Extend Period 
to 39 Weeks in Event 
of a Recession,

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
24—A bill to increase unem- | 
ployment compensation bene- | 
fits in Missouri was passed by | 
the Senate today and sent to. 
the House. | 


The measure, sponsored by 
organized labor, would in- | 
crease maximum benefits to 
$38 a week from $33. Also in- 
cluded was a provision for ex- | 
tending the maximum period | 
of payments to 39 weeks, from 
26, in event of a recession. 

Under terms of the bill, a 
recession woula be deemed in 
effect when unemployment in 
the state exceeds 6 per cent of 
the “insu,ed” labor force for 
a period of six weeks or more. 

The “insured” labor force 
consists of employes eligible 
for unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits. The bill provides | 
that the period of payments 
would also be extended by 50 
per cent, in event of a reces- 
sion, for those receiving bene- | 
fits for less than the maximum 
period. 


Vote Is 26 to 6. 

Vote on the bill was 26 to 6. | 
Senator Jack S. Curtis (Rep.), 
Springfield, one of the oppon- 
ents, said the higher benefit 
payments would cost Missouri 
employers $4,000,000 a year. He 
said employers’ taxes probably 
would be increased, and that 
would be as likely to increase 
unemployment. 

Another bill passed unani- 
mously by the Senate would 
upgrade the formula under 
which state aid is distributed 
to public school districts in 
Missouri. The new distribution | 
formula, if fully financed, 
would increase payments to'| 
schools by a total of $26,000.,- 
000 a year, 

However, a companion bill to 
raise this additional $26,000,- 
000 by increasing the state 
sales tax to 242 per cent from 
2 per cent is buried in the 
Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and is believed to have 
little chance of passage. 

The bill passed today pro- 
vides that state school aid 
should be distributed under the 
old formula until that formula 
is financed in full. If any addi- 
tional funds were appropriated 
by the Legislature, they would 
be distributed on a pro rata | 
basis under the proposed new 
formula. 
Now 72 Million:a Year. 

The state now contributes 
$72,000,000 a year for support 
of public schools. This amount 
is expected to be increased to 
about $74,000,000 for the next 
school year 

Also approved and sent to 
the House was a bill increas- 
ing the allowance sheriffs may 
receive for feeding prisoners 
from 75 cents to $1.10 a day. 
The bill applies only to first- 
class counties, including St. 
Louis county. 

The Senate passed a bill to 
permit city councils of muni- 
cipalities to reduce special 
taxes levied for park purposes 
whenever the municipality has 
more money than is needed for 
these purposes.

Another bill passed .by the 
Senate would permit issuance 
of $87,500,000 in tax-exempt 
revenue bonds for construction 
of a large stadium and shop- 
ping center in the new Village 
of Champ in St. Louis county. 
The vote was 26 to 6. 

Some opposition to the meas- 
ure was voiced. Senator John 
W. Nobie (Dem.), Kennett, said 
he thought the Legislature 
would create a dangerous prec- 
edent by authorizing a munic- 
ipality to go into a business 
project on a tax-exempt basis. 

Another opponent, Senator 
Floyd R. Gibson (Dem.), Inde- 
pendence, president pro tem 
of the Senate, said: 

“Perhaps I am too skeptical 
and I don’t like to dampen 
the spirit of anyone interested 
in a grandiose project, but I | 
believe this Senate should 
realize how far afield it is 
going if it enacts this meas- 
ure.”

souri’s Sunday closing law 
was urged by many speakers 
last night at a hearing before 
the Senate committee on crimi- 
nal jurisprudence. Only two 
persons appeared against the 
measure, on which the com- 
mittee postponed action. 

The bill, introduced py Sen- 
ator John P. Barrett (Dem.), 
St. Louis, would add four new 
sections to the present 134- 
vear-old law prohibiting sale of 
any goods, wares or merchan- 
dise on Sundays, except drugs, 
medicines and other articles of 
immediate necessity. 

The proposal would provide 
that any place violating the 
law could be declared a public 
nuisance and closed for one 
year. Local prosecuting offi- 
cials could institute injunction 
suits in circuit court to close 
such establishment, and, should 
they fail to act, the Attorney 
General would be authorized to 
file suit. Any person who main- 
tains, or assists in maintain- 


ing, the public nuisance would | 


be guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable upon conviction of 
a fine of up to $50 


‘Form of Cheating.’ 


Joseph P. Clark, president | 


of the St. Louis Labor Council, 
told the committee those re- 
tailers who stay open on Sun- 
day to take advantage of other 
retailers “are simply indulging 
in a form of cheating.” 

“They are cheating the law, 
thousands of working people, 
hundreds of their fellow busi- 
ness men,” Clark said.

Both warned that 
the bil] contains “an inherent 
danger” of violation of the 
Constitution of the United 
States in that it specifies Sun- 
day, the first day of the week, 
shall be set aside.

British Charged in White Paper

HE COLONIAL OFFICE published yesterday a white paper 
giving details of an alleged plot by African nationalists 


in Nyasaland to 


massacre British 


officials, missionaries, 


European and Asian town dwellers, including women and chil- 


dren, and African “Quislings.” 


The plot was described by 
the governor of Nyasaland, Sir 
Robert Armitage, in a 4300- 
word dispatch on the state of 
emergency in the protectorate 
sent to Colonial Secretary Alan 
Lennox-Boyd. The text of the 
dispatch is published in the 
white paper. 

The conspiracy was said to 
have been hatched by 140 dele- 
gates of the Nyasaland African 
Congress on Jan. 25 at a meet- 
ing where “those attending 
were sworn to secrecy under 
threat of death.” 

The wholesale assassinations 
were reportedly planned to be- 
gin on “R-day,” which was to 
be arranged as soon as possible 
after the expected arrest of Dr. 
Hastings K. Banda, leader of 
the congress. 

Arrested March 3. 

Banda was arrested with 
other Congress leaders when 
the state of emergency was de- 
clared early on March 3. In 
disturbances since then 50 Afri- 
cans have been killed by secur- 


ity forces. 
Gov. Armitage indicated a 
belief that the violence in 


Nyasaland was related to the 


All-African People’s Confer- 
ence held in Accra, Ghana, in 
December. His dispatch noted 
that the Accra conference had 
adopted a resolution “relating 
to the use of violence as -a 
means of achieving self-govern- 
ment.” It reported deteriora- 
tion of the situation in Nyasa- 
land dating from Banda’s re- 
turn from the conference. 

The evidence of the massa- 
cre conspiracy cited in the 
Nyasaland Governor's dispatch 
was “derived from a number 
of, sources, the combined na- 
ture and reliability .of which 
were such that you and I could 
have ignored the information 
only at the risk of most seri- 
ous consequences.” 

Letier Only Evidence. 

Armitage said the secrecy of 
the conspirators’ meeting was 
so effective that the protecto- 
rate government was not able 
to assess reports of it until 
Feb. 13. The only documen- 
tary evidence mentioned in his 
dispatch was a letter Banda 
wrote to another Congress 
leader ‘after a series of disturb- 
ances last October.

Zomba on fire, I hope soon to 
set the whole of Nyasaland on 
fire,” Banda was quoted as 
having written. 

The Governor named four 
African Congress officials who, 
he said, were appointed to fix 
“R-day”’ when Banda was ar- 
rested and co-ordinate’ the 
massacre in every district in 
Nyasaland. 
Chipembere, D. K. Chisiza, 
Mrs. Rose Chibambo and W. 
Kanyama Chiume. 

In addition to the murders, 
the Congress allegedly planned 
to sabotage telephone, road 
and rail communications, air- 
fields, gasoline stores and the 
main power station at Blan- 
tyre. 

Banda Didn’t Attend. 

Although Armitage did not 
elaborate on Banda’s responsi- 
bility in the massacre plot, he 
accused the African leader of 
inflammatory conduct and 
speeches. He said he had rea- 
son to believe the secret meet- 
ing was held at Banda’'s direc- 
tion, although the African lead- 
er did not himself attend it. 

He said Banda had repeat- 
edly threatened to victimize 
police and other Africans who 
co-operated with the govern- 
ment, once self-government was 
achieved. He said that, in the 
months before Banda returned 
to Nyasaland last July after 
30 years abroad, Congress lead- 
ers heralded him as “powertul 
Messiah-like figure.” 

Armitage said that, when 
Banda took over leadership of 
the then 14-year-old Congress, 
he removed moderate leaders 
in favor of “‘the younger, more 
volatile and extreme people.” 

Armitage said he had told

This conclusion was rein- 
forced by complaints from 
members of the powerful Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee that even they had not been 
“briefed” on this week-end’s 
conversations between Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Prime 
Minister Macmillan of Britain. 

Part of the reason for the 
paucity of information about 
the State Department's policy 
for the forthcoming Big Four 
foreign Minister’s meeting on 
Germany is that the policy it- 
self has not been clearly for- 
mulated. 

Iliness Is a Factor. 

Another factor is the illness 
of the Secretary of State, and 
the simultaneous illness of As- 
sistant Secretary of State An- 
drew Berding, who is Dulles’s 
principal spokesman. : 

When he was running the 
State Department, Dulles was 
not only the principal formu- 
lator and negotiator of foreign 
policy, but the principal spokes- 
man and witness on Capitol 
Hill as well. He was interested 
in public information. Aside 
from his offiical appearances 
on the Hill and his weekly 
news conferences, he held a 
lot of background meetings 
with legislators and reporters, 
and these sessions nourished 
the general flow of diplomatic 
information from Washington 
to the country. 

Now that he is in the hospi- 
tal, everybody is being thought- 
ful and gentlemanly to every- 
body else The President is 
being extremely considerate 
toward Dulles, saving that the 
Secretary himself must decide 
whether he can carry on his 
duties 

DuHes Being Gentlemanly. 

Dulles likewise is being gen- 
tlemanly toward the President 
and the acting Secretary of 
State, Christian A. Herter. He 
is talking daily to the depart- | 
ment, and he has had two ses- 
sions with his principal aids 
and the British on the Eisen-' 


hower-Macmillan talks, but he 
is not attempting to define pol- 
icy or interfere with Herter’s 


responsibilities in the State 
Department. 

Similarly, Herter is being 
considerate. He is avoiding 


news conferences, and holding 
his appearances on Capitol Hill 
to.a minimum. Even when he 
has been asked for personal in- 
formation, or background ses- 
sions on Berlin, he has ex- 
plained that he wanted to avoid 
doing anything that might give 
the impression that he was try- 
ing to “take over” the depart- 
ment in Dulles’s absence. 
Information Flow Reduced. 


Inevitably, this has reduced 
the flow, not of general in- 
formation about the “firmness” 
of the United States position 
on Berlin, but on the increas- 
ingly important diplomatic ne- 
gotiations about how the Unit- 
ed States and its allies intend 
to implement te policy of 
“firmness.”’ 

The task of informing the re- 
porters on the Eisenhower-Mac- 
millan talks was taken over by 
the White House Press Secre- 
tary James C. Hagerty, and the 
British Foreign Office spokes- 
man, Peter Hope, but the gen- 
eral impression since Macmil- 
lan arrived is that this pro- 
cedure has not worked too well. 

It is a policy of faith, Hope 
and Hagerty, and of these, the 
greatest is faith. The reporters 
were kept many miles away 
from Camp David in Gettys- 
burg. The reports of the meet- 
ings by Hope and Hagerty were 
far from complete. 

Differences Covered Up. 


Indeed, Hagerty appears to 
have been persuaded more by 
the necessities of British in- 
ternal politics than the need to 
enlighten the American people.

When the Hungariaris revolted

Until today these same voices 
of American public opinion which 
had aroused Americans to great 
expressions of generosity have all 
but ignored an even more valiant 
struggle for existence. Where 
mention had appeared of the al- 
most nine years of continuous Ti- 
betan resistance against Chinese 
Communist control, this mention 
usually had treated the situation 
as if Tibet were a mythical king- 


““dom inhabited by fictional peo- 


ples busily ignoring the twentieth 
céntury and working miracles, or 
else was the only effective site of 
Kuomintang-led resistance. (The 
Nationalists had been expelled 


' from Tibet long since.) 


Certainly, the recent accounts 
of the Tibetan David attempting 
to repel the Chinese Goliath 
should arouse some recognition. 

As anthropologists who have 
worked with Tibetans and have 
studied their present as well as 
their past, we feel impelled to ex- 
plain that, contrary to the popular 
cliches, Tibet and Tibetans are 
not “out of this world” and 
neither are they distorted images 
of Chinese. 

For centuries they have fought 
against insuperable odds to main- 
tain their own cultural identity 
against Chinese domination, 
whether in the guise of the Man- 
chu Dynasty, the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment, or the People’s Republic 


bf China.

‘The Macmillan Leadership 


If Harold Macmillan won agreement in 
Washington on a summit procedure, the Brit- 
ish Prime Minister has filled a vacancy of 
Western leadership in attempting serious 
peace negotiations. 

The KEisenhower-Macmillan talks were 
shrouded in secrecy—so much so. that the 
only news coming from their first exchange 
was what they had to eat. One embittered 
reporter noted that Mr. Macmillan was less 
“protected” from public scrutiny when he 
visited Premier Khrushchev in Moscow. Yet 
the British people were never in doubt as to 
what Mr. Macmillan sought over here. He 
sought a summit conference and, Washington 
informants now say, that is what he got. 


First, however, the Big Four foreign min- 
isters are to meet in Geneva on May 11 to 
“justify” a summit meeting and set the time, 
place and agenda for it. This plan is de- 
scribed as a compromise between Mr. Macmil- 
lan’s insistence on direct talks between the 
chiefs of state, and President Eisenhower's 
emphasis on prior progress at a foreign min- 
isters’ meeting. 

This would be a compromise in Mr. Macmil- 
lan’s favor. If Mr. Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State Dulles have consented to a summit 
conference later this year, the concession 
should end the Administration backing and 
filling and insistence on low-level meetings 
as road-blocks to the summit. 


Beyond this, it is difficult to tell whether 
the Camp David sessions provided any Anglo- 
American agreement on what the summit con- 
ferees should talk about. Naturally, the West 
cannot show its whole hand in advance. But 
unless it has a hand to play, there would be 
little reason to hold the game at the summit 
or below it. 

Yet Mr. Macmillan also is known to have 
some definite ideas about an approach to 
Russia. The West, he is said to have sug- 
gested, might consider acceptance of the de 
facto existence of Communist East Germany, 
in return for Russian acceptance of Western 
rights in Berlin. If this worked, there might 
be a thinning out of troops in Germany under 
some military inspection system. If that 
worked, the control over military forces might 
permit German reunification, possibly as a 
confederation to start. 


The Prime Minister is thoroughly agreed 
that the West must stand firm in Berlin, and 
evidently he avoided the word “disengage- 
ment,” which is unpopular with the Admin- 
istration. But it makes little difference 
whether his reported bargaining proposal is 
called disengagement or something else. At 
least it is realistic. 

It recognizes that Russia: will never permit 
a unified Germany as a Western military ally. 
It recognizes that efforts to end the cold war 
have to start somewhere. It recognizes that 
the West must have some cards to play unless 
Khrushchev is forever to be the dealer. 


Washington sources still insist that there is 
considerable disagreement with Mr. Mac- 
millan, and that the Administration stands 
pat on a “tough” line. The British ieader’s at- 
titude is, “We must be tough, but we must 
negotiate.” Rejecting the initiajive is not a 
good indication of toughness. 


Reprieve for Uncle Sam, Gent. 

If Uncle Sam reads what Allan Nevins wrote 
about him in The New York Times Magazine, 
he will jump off the Eads bridge. And Mr. 
Nevins will only say that he should have dis- 
appeared long ago. He believes that the lank 
and lean, chin-whiskered Yankee is “a gro- 
tesque falsification” of the accomplishments 
and ideals of 175,000,000 Americans. He holds 
him to be archaic, cute, scheming, devoid of 
any trace of the Declaration of Independence, 
the Gettysburg Address and Second Inaugural. 

This adds up to a strong case, especially 
considering the fiend and villain foreign car- 
tocnists have seen in Uncle Sam. Yet if we 
abandon Uncle Sam to the river, who takes 
his place? Mr. Nevins favors a goddess, Co- 
lumbia. But can we really accept a kins- 
woman of Athena in a Greek nightgown in 
this unclassic pajama age? 

We have been thinking about other possible 
successors. Huek Finn was a good all-around 
American and Paul Bunyan was a mighty 
man; but neither would do, we suppose, as a 
representative of the men on the Detroit as- 
sembly lines. A soldier in an Eisenhower 
jacket could go out of style. An atomic scien- 
tist with a slide-rule? A man in a gray flan- 
nel suit, maybe watching TV? Too special- 
ized, no doubt, while Congress still pays so 
much attention to farmers. A movie queen 
or a beauty contest winner? 

Well, the problem really is a hard one. So 
we hope Mr. Nevins will offer Uncle Sam a 
suspended sentence. That would give the 
cartoonists a chance to try to endow the old 
gentleman with the courage and fortitude of 
our heroes, the sublimity of our poets, the 
resourcefulness of our scientists, and the com- 
mon decency of all 175,000,000 of us. 


Give Hsuan W ei a Chance 


Sometimes it seems that the United States 
Immigration and Naturalization Service is 
run by: people who have not drunk their fair 
share of the milk of human kindness. Take 
what they appear determined to do to Hsuan 
Wei. 

Thirty-year-old Hsuan Wei is a former Na- 
tionalist Chinese marine captain who is now 


studying for a master’s degree in mathematics . 


at Northwestern University. Wei says that his 


opposition to the dictatorial aspects of Chiang ~ 


Kai-shek’s rule made it necessary for him to 
flee Formosa. The Chiang government looks 
on Wei as a deserter whom it wants returned 
for punishment. That punishment, says Wei, 
will be execution and so he asks that the 
United States grant him political asylum as it 
has granted protection to countless refugees 
over the years. 

Currently there are two proceedings in 
Wei’s behalf. One is a bill to grant him citi- 
zenship which was introduced by Congress- 
man Yates, Illinois Democrat. There is also 
action in Federal Court to restrain the Immi- 
gration Bureau from going ahead with its de- 
portation plan. But when the bill was halted 
on account of the court proceeding, the Immi- 
gration Bureau said this “tabling” represented 
Congress’s considered action and that there 
was no further reason for holding up on send- 
ing Wei back to Formosa. 

Seemingly this was an intentional misread- 
ing of Congress’s intention. 

It is of a piece with the Immigration Serv- 
ice’s stealthy attempt to slip Wei out of the 
country some months ago. Since Hsuan Wei 
has fought off return to Chiang’s rule for 
nearly five years, surely he can stay unmo- 


‘ested a few months longer and give Congress 
a chance to pass or reject the Yates citizen- 
ship bill. We hope he stays permanently and 
becomes an exemplary citizen. 


After the Session 


After a rather slow start the Board of Al- 
dermen eventually made a fairly creditable 
showing on the big issues in the session just 
ended. 

With the exception of what has unfortunate- 
ly become the annual defeat for the bill pro- 
hibiting discrimination in places of public ac- 
commodation, and with the further exception 
of no action at all on four Administration- 
sponsored measures, the aldermen as a group 
performed with commendable responsibility. 

The bills that died included the important 
proposal to give the traffic division general 
control over the placing of stop signs and 
electric signals. It was a carefully worked- 
out plan to put the stop-sign and electric-sig- 
nal business into professional hands, ending 
the present unhappy system of traffic regu- 
lation by aldermanic amateur. It deserves 
A-1 priority in the session that begins April 22. 

Other bills that ought to have been passed 
include one which would have permitted con- 
struction of larger, open-type parking ga- 
rages; one crea the post of off-street park- 
ing commissioner to provide professional rec- 
ommendations in this field; and one requiring 
all school buildings in the city to conform 
with the 1945 building code’s fire-safety pro- 
visions. Given the horrible stimulus of the 
Chicago parochial school fire of several months 
ago, it is hard to understand why the alder- 
men hesitated to put the fire-safety proposal 
into effect. 

The aldermanic budget-balancing wrangle 
of last spring can be considered to have been 
worthwhile only if it demonstrated the futility 
of trying to avoid unpleasant tax facts. Had 
the aldermen accepted the reasonable reve- 
nue-producing recommendations of the Board 
of Estimate, three months of unnecessary talk 
and politicking could have been avoided. As 
it was, the Estimate Board’s proposals were 
adopted in large measure. If they had been 
approved completely the anticipated $2,500.- 
000 budget deficit might not have materialized. 

On the plus side, the board as a whole 
largely avoided the neighborhood-destroying 
spot-zoning device—only about four passed— 
and that record is worth a cheer. The board 
also removed stop-signs from 368 intersec- 
tions as recommended by the Barton report, 
but individual aldermen have been busy ever 
since putting them right back up again. Mayor 
Tucker’s vetoes in this area have been con- 
sistently overridden on aldermanic “courte- 
sy.” This has been the worst feature of the 
session. 

The principal gains were the submission of 
a Charter amendment breaking up the un- 
wieldy Department of Public Welfare, ap- 
proval of the Kosciusko area redevelopment 
plan, creation of a central tax record system, 
granting to a Chamber of Commerce agency 
a three-year option for development of Co- 
lumbia Bottoms as an industrial park, action 
on neighborhood rehabilitation and, at the 
eleventh hour, a bill providing water rates 
that put the system back in the black. 


Blank for Buster? 


The Post-Dispatch reports that the Depart- 
ment of Justice appears to be getting ready 
to drop an income tax case against Frank 
(Buster) Wortman. If it does so this will be 
the second time that an investigation has 
been carried through without prosecution. 
Can it be that the notorious hoodlum has 
faithfully reported all his income and its 
sources and that he is completely in the clear 
with respect to a law that trips up many peo- 
ple who have nothing whatever to hide.as to 
their conduct? In view of the fact that the 
Justice Department declined to co-operate 
with the MéClellan Senate investigating com- 
mittee in exchanging Wortman information, 
the prospect of another blank case is not a 
reassuring one. So far as the St. Louis area 
is concerned, here is a situation calling for 
the personal attention of Attorney General 
Rogers—for he is a key man in an Administra- 
tion pledged to cleaning out racketeers and 
corruptionists. 


The Military No 

New military objections to nuclear tests 
suspension are being raised in the aftermath 
of Project Argus, the test in the stratosphere, 
and they go rather far to show that no matter 
how equitable the basis of suspension, mili- 
tary objection must probably always be 
expected. 

This only goes to prove, we suppose, that if, 
as Clemenceau said, war is too important to 
be left to the generals, peace is very much 
too important to be left to them alone. 

Since Argus, it is being contended that 
tests cannot be suspended because strato- 
spheric shots are too hard to detect and be- 
cause the Russians might use them to jam 
our radar and early warning system prepara: 
tory to a sneak attack. 

Yet the Defense Department’s own director 
of research and engineering, Dr. Herbert York, 
says Argus “shows that high altitude tests are 
easily detectable by rockets and satellites;” 
and on detection they would be an alert to 


' possible attack rather than a cover for it. 


The negative arguments now being ad- 
vanced are only the latest in a series that has 
gone on ever since tests suspension has been 
considered. For a whilé the argument was 
that neither the United States nor Russia 
would talk about suspension unless it consid- 
ered itself ahead in the nuclear race—an atti- 
tude that effectively prevented monologue 
from expanding into dialogue. 

Then it was argued that the United States 
had to keep on testing in order to develop a 
“clean” bomb. It was further maintained 
that this country could not think of suspend- 
ing tests until it had perfected its anti-missile 
missiles. 

An inspection and control system, within 
bounds, is an absolute prerequisite to suspen- 
sion; though something less than ideal may 
have to be agreed on if anything is to be 
agreed on at all. But on the broad question 
of nuclear blasting, it is going to take more 
than the military point of view alone to show 
the way to international sanity.

Two Sides of the Missiles Debate 


One Group Stresses Missiles ‘Gap,’ Other Emphasizes 


Neal Stanford in the

The “missile gap” debate in Wash- 
ington is generating a lot of heat— 
but precious little light. One of the 
troubles, of course, is the lack of 
hard information; another is a sur- 
plus of speculation. 


The principal source of dispute 
over the “missile gap’’—its depth 
and danger—comes from the fact 
that the disputants seldom seem to 
talk about the same thing. For ex- 
ample, one group, which we might 

call the McElroys, 
after the Secre-

The other group, 

which we might 
call the Symingtons, after the Sena- 
tor from Missouri, who is the prin- 
cipal critic of Pentagon missile pol- 
icy, talks only about ICBMs. 


Then, when the McElroys decide.to 
debate the missile gap in terms of 
total East-West defense. capability, 
the Symingtons want only to talk 
about comparative United States- 
U.S.S.R. missile strength. This kind 
of non sequitur debate can be not 
only wearisome but confusing, and 
the longer it lasts, the shorter tem- 
pers get. 

The following analysis may over- 
simplify the issue, but it does clarify 
the subject. 

First as to missiles. The Syming- 
tons insist (and the McElroys agree) 
that the U.S.S.R. is ahead in ICBMs 
—ijintercontinental ballistic missiles 
(the long-range weapons capable of 
striking the enemy at a distance 
of 5000-6000 miles or more). In fact, 
Secretary McElroy admits publicly 
and willingly that by 1962 the Rus- 
sians will have a 3-to-1 lead over 
the United States in ICBMs, and says 


All Sound in the Pyx 


It isn’t likely that coins will vary 
much in weight and fineness under 
modern minting conditions, with all 
the checks and counter-checks, auto- 
matic weighing, etc. But one can’t 
be too careful even today. 

So the President’s Assay Commis- 
sion for 1959 met the other day at 
the Philadelphia mint for the an- 
nual trial of the pyx. The two dozen 
distinguished citizens from nine 
states and the District of Columbia 
were following a tradition which 
reaches back to ancient times, when 


that the Government has no inten- 
tion of matching ICBM for ICBM. 
This is the kind of attitude which 
makes the Symingtons see red. Rus- 
sia will have an admitted 3-to-1 lead 
in ICBMs, they scream—and yet the 
Administration is doing nothing 
about it! By 1962, they assert, the 
United States will be at the mercy 
of the Russians. 

But the McElroys refuse to panic. 
What if the Russians are ahead in 
ICBMs, they say. The United States 
can match them with IRBMs (inter-

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mediate range .missiles) with ranges 
from 800 to 1500 miles. Also, they 
add, the United States has Polaris (a 
submarine missile) and, of course, 
there is SAC (Strategic Air Com- 
mand), 

Our IRBMs are better than those 
Russia has, the McElroys argue. They 
have greater range capability—1500 
miles for Thor and Jupiter as against 
800 miles for the Russian IRBMs. 

The McElroys also have made it 
plain they do not want to be caught 
with an obsolete ICBM—which is 
what the Atlases and Titans (liquid- 
fuel missiles) would be in a matter

of months. They want to perfect the 
Minuteman — a solid fuel ICBM, 
which can be fired from under- 
ground bases, requires no countdown, 
and uses smaller crews. A future 
ICBM ratio of 3-to-1 really does not 
alarm them. 

The reason it does not alarm them 
is because of the second aspect of 
this ‘missile gap’’ debate: total de- 
fense posture versus missile capa- 
bility. The Administration, from 
President Eisenhower down, is con- 
vinced that in over-all defense pos- 
ture the United States, and this 
means the West, is equal if not su- 
perior to the Soviet bloc. 

This means that while the U.S.S.R. 
could be ahead 3-to-1 in ICBMs come 
1962, it would not be ahead in a total 
defense which included IRBMs, Po- 
laris submarines, Hound Dogs (mis- 
siles which can be fired 500 miles 
from planes) and SAC. 

One thing that is worrying the 
Symingtons, and has yet to be satis- 
factorily explained by the McElroys, 
is how it happened that the White 
House revised its estimates of Soviet 
missile capabilities downward just as 
it was submitting its balanced budget 
to the Congress. The coincidence is 
too neat, the Symingtons say, al- 
though the McElroys reject flatly 
any such interpretation of the chain 
of events. 

Stripped of all the verbiage and 
disjointed debate which surrounds 
it, the “missile gap” debate really 
centers on this difference: the Sy- 
mingtons insist that whatever the 
relative defense positions of the two 
sides, taking everything into consid- 
eration, it would be a disaster to let 
the Russians get a 3-to-1 lead in 
ICBMs. The MecElroys retort that 
America’s family of weapons is more 
than a match for the U.S.S.R. 


This “missile ‘gap”’ issue has be- 
come the capital’s great debate this 
session of Congress, although many 
observers here believe another aspect 
of defense could be more immedi- 
ately dangerous—and that is the na- 
tion’s ability to fight limited wars.

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MVTCHELL BACK 
PRESIDENT ON 
JOBLESS PAY 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 
WASHINGTON,: March 24— 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell said today he would 
actively oppose any efforts by 
Democrats in Congress to im- 
pose federal standards of eli- 
gibility, duration and amount 
of benefits on the states in 
their handling of unemploy- 
ment compensation. 
“The President has made a 
decision to leave the problem 
of improving standards up to 


the states, themselves, this 
year, and I agree with the 
President,’ Mitchell told his 


press conference. 

The President expressed his 
views on the subject at a con- 
ference yesterday with the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Na- 
tional Governors’ Conference. 
He told the Governors he be- 
lieved the states should im- 
prove markedly on their pro- 
grams but they should do it 
themselves. 

Legislatures Meeting. 

With 46 state legislatures in 
session, Mitchell told newsmen 
today this seems to be the right 
time for many of them to set 
their unemployment compensa- 
tion programs in order. 

“IT have tried to drive home 
that the level of benefits in 
most sttaes is inadequate and 
that the duration needs im- 
provement,” Mitchell said. 

“This is the first legislative

Nightingale shook his head. He spoke gently, lessen- 
ing the‘ shock, “Success is relative,” he said. “One of 
the happiest, most successful men I know is a guide in 
Michigan, He makes $50 a week. The record explains all 
that.” 


A man promoting the sale of Nightingale 
records looked uncomfortable at this talk of $50 
a week and “The Strangest Secret,” side by side. 
“The record has sold between 80,000 and 100,000 
copies,” the man said. “Major companies, business 
and sales people of all kind buy it.”

“By 1962,” interrupted the other. “You're retired, 
you know.

I READ in the paper that 20. 


new nursing homes have ap- 
plied for licenses to operate. 
They are getting to be an im- 
portant new industry. 

There is nothing new about 
nufsing homes, places that 
care for the convalescent, but 
the new thing about these 
places is that they are not full 
of sick people. A good portion 
of their income comes from 
care for the aged. Putting old 
people in nursing homes has 
become such a_ full-fledged 
trend that hundreds of them 
are springing up in every 
large community. 

I don’t have anything against 
nursing homes, but I have a 
lot against this kind of philo- 
sophy, because it looks to me 
like it is turning us into a gen- 
eration of ostriches.

Are State Universities Really Inferior? 


By Fred M. Hechinger 


QUESTION: Our son is in the 
upper 10 per cent in his high 
school class. He is a junior and 
is trying to pick a co.lege. Two 
of the institutions on his list of 
preferences are state universi- 
sities. We have herrd so much 
about how inferior the state 
universities are, and so we are 
worried. He tells us that these 
are excellent colleges, as good 
as any private ones. 


ANSWERS: There is abso- 
lutely no truth to any over-all 
condemnation or judgment of 
the state universities. Some of 
them are absolutely first rate— 
such as (and these are only ex- 
amples!) Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and others. Incidentally, they 
are therefore also just about 
as difficult to get into (espe- 
cially for out-of-state students) 
as any of the independent col- 
leges. 


Your only way of selection 
is by looking at the specific 
university, its entrance~ re- 
quirements, etc., and to judge 


it on that basis. There are, 
by the same token, many bad 
independent colleges. 


There is only one other point 
to consider: most of the state 
universities are larger than 
many (though not all) of the 
top independent universities. 
If you think smallness would 
be an advantage for your son 
(again, it isn’t for every stu- 
dent), that’s another matter. 


QUESTION: I am a widow, 
59 years old, I completed the 
eighth grade in school a long 
time ago. Are there any books 
that I could study at home that 
would help me to get a high 
school diploma? 


ANSWER: There are many 
ways in which you, and people 
like you with this wonderful 
desire to continue their educa- 
tion, can complete high school. 
Many states offer special adult 
courses right in their own 
schools. This, however, gener- 
ally requires actual attendance. 

If you are interested in this, 
apply to your local state depart- 


ment of education. The person

to start all over. 


My experience with our orchid plant was just 
the reverse, but I was so surprised and delighted 
to see that orchid bloom, I didn’t care when it 
put on its show.

I had always been a friend of the garden, 
Missouri Botanical (Shaw’s) Garden, that is, but I felt even 
friendlier when I learned that in return for becoming an 
official contributing Friend I would receive an orchid plant. 

It was easily the coldest day of winter when I called 
at the greenhouse to present my coupon. The girl who 
led me to the gift plants was apologetic. Most of them 
had been given away and she wasn’t sure there was one 
with a bud, 

“Never mind,” I said. “I'll consider myself lucky if 
this lives. I won’t expect it to bloom.” 

Shielding the orchid plant with newspaper (another 
good use for old ones) I carried it home and read the mim- 
eographed instructions. They did not say you had to have 
a greenhouse, which I had always assumed, or that they 
must grow under fluorescent light, as some of the experts 
are trying. They merely stipulated that you put the orchid 
in a sunny window, keep the pot on moist gravel for hu- 
midity, and water it by soaking once a week. 


I scooped some rocks out of the driveway and 
put them in an old casserole as a base for the 
flower pot. Once a week I have been placing the 
flower pot in the bathroom washstand in water 
to the rim of the pot. Either it absorbs water 
quickly or we have a leaky stopper but the water 
soon disappears. 


Two weeks ago I noticed a faint tinge of purple at 
the edge of what I had assumed was a new leaf. It was 
a bud about to open. I began to hover over it, coax it, 
give it the fluorescent light treatment. When it looked 
as if the flower were just about to unfurl, we called our 
friends in for an impromptu party te celebrate Hawaii's 
statehood. We planned on fresh pineapple and orchids 
for decorations. 

But the bud remained tightly, stubbornly sheathed, 
even in the middle of the party table. The next day, sur- 
rounded by crumpled napkins and stacks of dishes, it 
opened—or rather, they gpened, two gorgeous flamboy- 
antly purple orchids. Admired only by the family, they've 
continued to bloom all week as proudly as if they were 
in the V.P. Queen’s bouquet. It really doesn’t matter 
that the timing was slightly off. I still feel like Luther 
Burbank.

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All Buccaneers of New England Coast Have Become Blended Into 


Behind the rise and fall of the pirate in America 
is a hard set of economic facts that do not usually 
find their way into the pages of swashbuckling novels. 
Here they are related by an author who in the past 
three decades has written numerous histories, biog- 
raphies, novels and magazine articles. This article is 
from “The Best From American Heritage.”

ALMOST any American 
school child, asked to name 
the most notorious pirate in 
American history, will auto- 
matically reply, “Capt. Kidd.” 
William Kidd has become a 
legend. 

As George Francis Dow and 
John Henry Edmonds tell us 
in “Pirates of the New England 
Coast”: “All the pirates who 
have frequented the New Eng- 
land coast have become blended 
into one and that one—Capt. 
Kidd.” 

His death did much to nour- 
ish the legend. Hanged at Ex- 
ecution Dock on the Thames 
waterfront, his body was then 
bound in chains and left hang- 
ing in view of every ship on 
the lower river as a macabre 
warning. 

Kidd illustrates the sort of 
progress from privateering to 
predatory operations that is 
typical. In September 1696, he 
sailed out of New York with 
a royal commission to command 
a “private man of war” and 
orders to capture and bring to 
justice “pirates, free booters, 
and sea rovers.” In this enter- 
prise, Kidd was financed by 
five peers of the realm and one 
New Yorker. 

Kidd disappeared entirely for 
three years. Cruising in the 
Red sea, he had missed his 
prizes, and his men had become 
unruly. Finally they had mu- 
tinied, made him prisoner, and 
turned his ship from a man- 
of-war into a pirate craft. This 
at any rate, was Kidd’s story as 
he sailed into his home port 
with his ship loaded with treas- 
ure. 

Meanwhile, the story had cir- 
culated in England that the 
captain had turned pirate. He 
was arrested in Boston; not, 
however, until after he had 
buried part of the loot on 
Gardiners Island off Long Is- 
land where men and boys have 
been vainly digging ever since. 
The hidden treasure is the most 
probable part of the legend. 


It was surprising how many 
men had started life as re- 
spected citizens in their com- 
munities — lawyers, doctors, 
merchants, or wel' -to-do 
gentlemen — and had turned 
at last to piracy. Such, for 
example, was Stede Bonnet, 
a former major in the British 
Army and a wealthy land- 
owner in the Barbados. Once 
started on his new career, 
he became one of the most 
brutal pirates of all—the only 
one, indeed, against whom it 
was proved that he made 
prisoners walk the plank. So 
outrageous was his behavior 
and so complete the change 
from his former way of life 
that his island neighbors 
blamed his nagging wife for 
having driven him mad. 


As early as 1700, the city of 
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Body of Capt. Kidd swings 
from Execution Dock in 
London. 


New York had acquired a repu- 
tation for greed, sharp trading, 
and cynical corruption. Estab- 
lished by the Dutch as a trad- 
ing depot, it had continued 
under the English with busi- 
ness the main preoccupation. 
Its stupid, drunken, or prideful 
Dutch governors had been fol- 
lowed by a succession of weak 
or corrupt Englishmen. While 


Benjamin Fletcher occupied 
this powerful and _ despotic 
post, New York became a 


utopia for pirates. 

During Fletcher’s adminis- 
tration, the New York mer- 
chants attained a position of 
wealth and arrogance they had 
never known. One of the great 
sources of their riches was the 
vast, wild no-man’s-land of 
Madagascar off the southeast 
coast of Africa. The pirates 
were safe there; they made it 
their rendezvous, the deposi- 
-tory for their stolen goods, and 
a market for trade with New 
Yorkers. Ships out of New 
York would land at Mada- 
gascar laden with goods the 
pirates wanted—mainly liquor 
and ammunition. 

The profits to the New 
Yorkers were astronomical. 
Rum that sold for two shillings 
a gallon in New York would 
bring three pounds a gallon in 
Madagascar. A pipe of Madeira 
wine costing 19 pounds in New 
York could be sold for 300 
pounds there. Coming back, 
the merchantmen brought the 
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Blackbeard Meets Death at the Hands of an American Naval Officer. 


loot the pirates had captured 
all the way to India. Encour- 
aged by the friendliness the 
New Yorkers showed them in 
Madagascar, the pirates came 
themselves to New York and 
were welcomed. 

To be sure, they had to make 
it worthwhile for the collector, 
the customs officers, and the 
magistrates at New York not to 


have them arrested. When 
these gentlemen were taken 
care of, it was customary to 


make friends with the gover- 
nor. Fletcher seems, from his 
later testimony, to have been 
confused as to who was a 
privateer and who a pirate. It 
was estimated that before a 
pirate and his crew could land, 
the cost of protection was 100 
pounds per man. The bucca- 
neer Edward Coates, a fre- 
quent visitor to the city, main- 
tained that he had paid some 
1300 pounds directly to Gov. 
Fletcher. 

The 30-year .piratical era 
came to an end in 1718, not in 
New York but in Virginia. 
There, that rare creature, an 
honest royal governor, had 
turned up in Alexander Spots- 
wood. Meanwhile, a change in 
colonial fortunes had made 
piracy unpopular. 

Queen Anne’s War had end- 
ed in 1713. Prosperity instead 
of depression came to the 
American colonies. Legitimate 
trade became more profitable 
and far less risky than the 


shadowy negotiations with 
Madagascar. 
At the same time, Queen 


Anne’s War had produced a 
new breed of privateer-pirates. 
They were bold and savage 
men, drunk with the fortunes 
they had reaped and, for the 
most party, utterly ruthless. 
When peace came and the new- 


1,000,000-Pound Thrust Rocket

A ROCKET MOTOR with a 
thrust of well over 1,000,000 
pounds is on its way into the 
American space program. 


A contract has been awarded 
to the Rocketdyne division of 
North American Aviation for 
developing a single motor of 
this size, but four to six years 
will be required for its com- 
pletion and the United States 
can’t afford to wait that long. 


Therefore, Rocketdyne is 
undertaking to cluster eight 
Jupiter motors with thrusts of 
about 165,000 pounds to obtain 
a rocket complex with a total 
thrust of over 1,000,000 pounds. 
Once this is a reality then this 
country’s deep space program 
can move into high gear. 

The urgency of getting a 
“megapound” thrust rocket is 
accentuated by knowledge that 
the Russians for the past 12 to 
18 months have been working 
on the development of a motor 
this size. If they can develop 
such a motor, it will almost 
double the thrust of the 600,- 
000 pound motors which put 
the big sputniks in the sky and 
also launched Artificial Planet 
I. It is possible that by the 
summer of 1959 the Russians 
may test the new motor. 

The American rocket vehicle 
with an eight motor cluster 
will be a short, stubby affair. 
Rocket engineers visualize the 
assembly as being about 30 
feet in diameter and standing 
about 100 feet high. 

There will be a cluster of 
four motors arranged in a 
square which can be gimbaled 
to change direction in flight. 
The other four may fit outside 
these to be jettisoned when 
the vehicle has no further need 
for them. 

There are arguments for and 
against the clustering of mo- 
tors. Kurt Stehling, writing in 
a recent issue of Space Aero- 
nautics, says it is no easy mat- 
ter to cluster motors to get 
high thrust. Propellant feeds 
to all the motors, stable firing, 
gimbaling, the contro] of tur- 
bines and pumps, the ignition 
of the motors and many other 
details pose severe problems. 

In addition, such side effects 
as jet interaction between 
motors may lead to instabilities 
in the motor controls. The 
structures must take the 
stresses of several large motors 
and keep them aligned, so the 
over-all thrust axis will pass 
through the center of gravity 
of the entire vehicle. 

Yet, despite these difficulties, 
it is felt that only in this fash- 
ion can we arrive at a large 
thrust motor to meet the chal- 
lenge posed by Russia in the 
space race. 

There is one point favoring 
this new design. The motor used

in the assembly is the same as 
is in the Thor and Jupiter 
IRBMS. Thus it is probably the 
most thoroughly tested and 
hence most reliable of this 
country’s big motors. 

If we can achieve the same 
reliability in the “plrmbing”’ 
for the motor complex, tne suc- 
cess of the program will be as- 
sured.

Assuming this complex is as 
efficient as Atlas, say, which it- 
self is a three-motor rocket, 
scientists can put approximate- 
ly 30 tons in orbit around the 
earth. If the vehicle structures 
can be designed as part of a 
space station it should be pos- 
sible to erect a'station circling 
the earth at 1075 miles in a 
two-hour orbit. 


Even if the radiations are 
high, as present data indicates, 
it is conceivable enough shield- 
ing can be launched into space 
to make the station safe for 
scientific personnel.

ly prosperous American sea 
traders were carrying their 
legitimate rich cargoes, these 
new pirates became an intoler- 
able scourge. 


The most formidable of 
them was a man whose name 
was variously reported as 
Thatch, Thack, and Teach, 
but who was commonly 
known as Blackbeard because 
of his abundant, fancily 
braided coal-black whiskers. 
Teach had started life as a 
crewman on an English pri- 
vateer in the war. Desert- 
ing, he had fallen in with a 
veteran pirate named Horni- 
gold. Hornigold was excep- 
tional in having a conscience 
and refusing to capture Brit- 
ish ships; wherefore Black- 
beard left him and carried 
on operations in his own, 
hiding, between exploits, in 
one of the many coves of 
North Carolina. .There he 
was protected by one Tobias 
Knight, secretary of the col- 
ony, whom he rewarded 
abundantly as, in fact, he 
seems to have done the gov- 
ernor, Charles Eden, as well. 


The governor of Virginia, 
however, was otherwise _in- 
clined. Teach had made devas- 
tating raids on Virginia ship- 
ping. Gov. Spotswood was not 
subject to pirate bribery and 
Teach kept out of his way, 
usually escaping to a North 
Carolina shelter after his at- 
tacks. Presumably, a Virginia 
governor would never trespass 
upon another province to pur- 
sue him. But Blackbeard did 
not know his hotheaded ad- 
versary. 

In a 20-gun sloop, Spotswood 
sent Lt. Robert Maynard, one 
of his bravest officers, to find 
Blackbeard and end his career. 
He found him in Ocracoke In- 
let, North Carolina. All night 
the two ships maneuvered 
among the treacherous shoals 
of the inlet. In the morning 
Teach’s men attacked May- 
nard’s sloop, killing and 
wounding 29 Virginians. May- 
nard sent his remaining men 
below and appeared on his 
deck alone. 

Blackbeard, thinking he had 


only one man to contend with, 
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boarded Maynard's sloop. At 
a given signal, the crew came 
on deck and overwhelmed the 
pirate. It was a desperate bat- 
tle and in the end, Teach’s 
bearded head was stuck on a 
pole and carried triumphantly 
ashore at Hampton, Va., fol- 
lowed by the members of his 
crew, who were duly tried at 
Williamsburg and hanged. The 
more credulous people of 
Hampton believe that the head- 
less ghost of Blackbeard still 
walks there at night. 


In the same _ year, 1718, 
Stede Bonnet of the “disor- 
dered mind” was taken at 


Charleston. Thus piracy along 
the colonial coast came to an 
end. In the bad years, it had 
flourished. In the economic 
upturn, it could not endure.

HONG KONG, March 24. 


ON THE HILLSIDES rising 
above the blue-green waters 
around this British colony set 
in the belly of mainland China 
stand palatial residences and 
luxurious apartment buildings 
that would do credit to Palm 
Beach or the French Riviera. 
But in easy view from their 
windows, lying motionless in 
the sheltered waters below, are 
thousands of unpainted junks. 
These are the homes of the 
“boat people’—Chinese fisher- 
men who are born, live, and 
eventually die afloat. 

These people live deter- 
minedly apart from the “land 
people,” have even in many 
cases evolved their own sub- 
dialect of Chinese. They have 
their own gods, their own holi- 
days and marriage customs, 
would not think of inter- 
mingling with the “land peo- 
ple,” who in turn hold them in 
a certain contempt as willful 
illiterates, somewhat lower 
than the common peasant 

Before Communism complet- 
ed its sweep of the China main- 
land in 1949, the traditional 
Chinese attitude of live-and-let- 
live prevailed, but under the 
Communist aegis the millenial 
Chinese tolerance for variation 
and individualism went by the 
boards. 

The “boat people” found at 
first that they must join the 
fishermen’s co-operatives, 
which meant that 70 per cent 
of the catch must be handed 
over, in return for “credits” 
that would buy far fewer sup- 
plies and foodstuffs that even 
they, who always lived margin- 
ally, were accustomed to. For 
a fisherman, five hearty rice 
dishes a day are standard and 
required for the hard labor. He 
also has, generally, a family of 
from five to 15. including many 
collateral relatives to support 
on board. 

Under Communism, which 
the “boat people” could not 
begin to understand, the aloof 
“land people” suddenly turned 
oppressors. By the thousands 
the rickety junks, made of soft 
pinewood, generally about 40 
feet long and propelled by a 
single square sail, braved the 
Communist gunboats and sailed 
for refuge to Hong Kong, For- 
mosa, Macao, even to Japan 
and as far south as Viet Nam 
and Malaya. 

I asked a Chinese friend, 
Mr. Liang (this is not his 


Solitude 
Is Not Just 
Being Alone 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


WHICH KIND of together- 
ness is desirable—the together- 
ness of wasps in a common 
hive, or the togetherness of 
devoted members of a family? 
The highest and most desirable 
kind of togetherness is built on 
solitude. He best knows how 
to produce and share together- 
ness Who has learned the value 
of seclusion. Solitude is not 
the same as aloneness. Two 
Latin maxims make this clear: 
one is “vae soli’: ‘“‘Woe to the 
one who is alone”; the other 
is “o beata solitudo”: “O 
blessed solitude.” 


First, consider aloneness, 
which is one of the psychologi- 
cal traits of the modern man, 
and possibly one which drives 


him to the togetherness of 
Babel. It is possible to be 
alone in cities, crowds, with 


teeming masses and in a mob.

would not be welcome. And 


for the same reason, you could 
not meet in any public place. 
Everyone thinks he is being 
watched, and everyone still 
has relatives on the mainland.” 
But Mr. Liang promised to 
make inquiries. 

A week later he reported 
that he found two “boat peo- 
ple” through a wholesale fish 
dealer he knew, but that they 
refused to talk to an American, 
because the Chinese Commun- 
ists consider the United States 
the No. 1 enemy of China. 
“Could you tell them I was a 
Canadian” I asked “They 
would not know what that is.” 
Mr. Liang answered. 

In a few days he was in 
touch with me again. “It's 
all arranged,” he said over the 
phone. “I told them you were 
a European journalist.” 

From this point on, all names 
used are fictitious. The next 
evening Mr. Liang and I 
chugged over the mountains on 
Hong Kong Island to the placid 
harbor of Aberdeen, where 


thousands of junks are moored. 


It was night, but the shop of 
Mr. Wu, the fish dealer, was 
open. We drove around the 
town a bit until there was no 
one in the vicinity of the fish 
shop; then we quickly picked 
up Mr. Wu in the tiny car and 
drove casually throug the town 
to the seaside highway beyond. 

At a lonely spot we picked 
our interviewees, Mr. Min and 
Mr. Pao, and we continued 
driving at a fast pace. Mr. 
Min remarked that it was his 
first trip in a private car; he 
called it a ‘“‘taxi.”” We stopped 
to talk on the deserted park- 
ing lot of the _ utltra-British 
Hong Kong Golf Club. 


Mr. Min, 49, from Canton 
province, comes from a line of 
fisherfolk that he believes goes 
back 1000 yvears. In June he 
was asked to join a co-opera- 
tive, in which he remained till 
the end of September. He had 
to turn over his entire catch, 
and the eight adults and six 
children of his “family” sub- 
sisted on a single meal a day. 
Once he summoned up nerve 
to ask the Communist political 
officer how long they must live 
on such rations. ‘Initial suffer- 
ing is necessary,” was the only 
reply. 

Despairing and hungry, Mr. 
Min tried to sell his personal 
and family possession, so that 
he could purchase a Hong Kong 
registration for permission to 
fish in British waters. He was 
caught by the Communists and 


held in prison seven weeks. He 
was released eventually ‘‘be- 
cause they found I had no 
money, and the family could 
not produce the full catch with- 
out me.” 


Freed, Mr. Min borrowed 
some money from friends, and 
with the full 14 aboard, he 
snaked the junk along the 
coastline shadows at night. 
They arrived safely in Hong 
Kong last fall. With the bor- 
rowed money, Mr. Min bought 
a license entitling him to ped- 
dle 
streets. 
35 cents a day, 
three meals

begging and occasional common 
labor. If he could amass $100, 
something he smiles at rue- 
fully as unlikely, he could buy 
enough fishing gear to resume 
his trade in Hong Kong waters. 
In the meantime, his wife, their 
six children, his two nephews 
and their wives and two small 
children live on barely a hand- 
ful of rice a day for each of 
them, 


Mr. Pao, 60, is an older 
“resident” of Hong Kong, hav- 
ing arrived a year ago from 
Canton province. His story of 


escape from mainland China | 


and his reasons for it are sub- 
stantially the same as Mr. 
Min’s. Mr. Pao’s family—wife, 
five children, two daughters 
and their husbands and 
grandchildren—all live on his 
40-foot junk. His children are 
beggars. His sons-in-law work 
as “earth coolies” or common 
laborers. His daughters attempt 
to hawk food in the streets. 
He himself, who is not used 
to “earth labor,” 
clearing rocks for awhile, but 
fell ill and couldn't continue. 


Unlike Mr. Min, Mr. Pao es- 
caped with his fishing imple- 
ments, but he does not dare 
enter the high seas for tear 
of the Communist gunboats; he 
has tried, in vain, to sell his 
gear. In effect, he has given 
up his trade. ‘I am the first of 
my line to desert the sea,” 
he said.

If a tree is 
to develop perfectly it must 
have a certain degree of sep- 
aration from things; if a man 
is to be wise. he must separate 
himself from. others, not be- 
cause he is unsocial, but in 
order to later on enrich soci- 
ability through his newly 
gained truth and virtue. 

In fact, the more a man is 
before the public, the more he 
must separate himself from the 
public; otherwise he dissipates 
his energies. He must ‘never 
cash in on what is called “pop- 
ularity” lest he lose it and 
make himself unworthy of it. 
His appearance before the pub- 
lic must be for the sake of en- 
riching those who hear him: 
his disappearance from the 
public must be for the sake of | 
enriching himself. |

The Discovery of Silk 


By Ramon Coffman 


ACCORDING to the old 
Chinese legend, an empress 
named Si Ling Chi learned how 
to make silk threads and gar- 
ments about 4600 years ago. 
The legend says that silkworms 
provided the material for the 
threads. 

Records indicate that an em- 
press with the name of Si 
Ling Chi actually lived in 
China in ancient times. The 
“Si” part of her name be- 
came the Chinese name for 
silk. 

With passing time, the 
raising of silkworms  be- 
came an important industry 
in China. Good care was 
taken of the moths which 
laid the eggs, and of the 
worms which came from the 
eggs, 

When hatched, a silkworm is 
a tiny thing, much less than a 
quarter of an inch long. It is 
greedy and eats its own weight 
of food in a day. Usually it 
feeds on the leaves of a mul- 
berry tree, 

Silkworms grow rapidly, and 
commonly reach a length of 
two or three inches. Then 
they start to spin silk for their 
cocoons. 

A few silkworms are allowed 
to develop into moths. This
